G.S.R.nfio.— In exercise of 'he powers conferred bv section 3 of th~ Essential Commodities 
Act, 1955 (10 of 1955'), und in supersession of the Rice (Uttar Pradesh) Price Control Order, 1959 
published with the not ifi cat 'ira of 1 he Government of India in the Ministry of Pood and Agriculture 
(Department of Food' 1 No. G.S.R. 1420 dnti d the 23rd December, 1959, the Central Government 
hereby makes the following Order, namely:— 

1. Short title, extent and commencement. —{1) This Order may be called the Rice 
(Uttar Pradesh) Price Control Order, 1960. 

(2) It extends to the districts in the State of Uttar Praie,h specified in Schiiule I to this order 

(3) It shall come into force on the 1st day of October, i960, 

2 . Maximum prices at which rice may be sold.— T) The miximum prices a r which 
Arwa (Raw) and Sela (Parboiled) rice of Grades I, II, TIA, II Special, III. IV and V 
specified in c'lumn (x) of Schedule II to this Order may be sold in wholesale quantities in any 
locality to which this Order extends shall be as specified in the corresponding entries,— 

(a) in case the metric system of weights is in foice in such locality, in column (2) of Sche¬ 

dule II; 

(b) in any other case, in column (2) or column (3) of Schedule II according as the transac¬ 
tion is in terms of quintals or maunds. 

(2) For the purposes of sub-claus' 1 (1),—: 

(a) the prices specified are exclusive of tht cost of gunny bags; 

(b) a mauud is equivalent in weight to 82 2/7 lbs. or 0-37 quintals; 

(c) ‘sale tn wholesale quantities’ means r ale in quantities exceeding ten maunds or 3-73 

quintals in any one transaction; 

(d) ‘Grade I’, ‘Grade II’, ‘Grade UA’, ‘Grade II Special’, ‘Grade III’. ‘Grade IV and 
'Giade V’ respectively mean anv one of 1’lc varieties of rice specified in Schedule 
IIT to this Order and included m thr tc" occtive grade and produced in the district* 
shown agiinsl the variety concerned; 

(e) the prices specified are for fair avi rage quid ly conforming to the specification pre¬ 

scribed in Schedule IV to this Order applicable to the respective grade ot rice; for rice 
below the fair average quality, the maximum piices shull lie determined by 
reducing the specified prices by the am nun ul cuts indicated in the said specification 
applicable to the respective grade ot rice.

N.B.—(1) The excess of under-milled or inferior varieties over the tolerance limit, if any, can 
be adjusted against margin, if there is any, under ‘Red grains’, to the extent the con¬ 
tents of ‘Red grains’ fall short of tolerance limit but trice versa excess of red grains 
shall not be adjusted against ‘under-milled’ or ‘inferior’ varieties. 

(2) In case the incidence of fragments is less than the tolerance limit prescribed in the 
schedule, the 'Broken grains* in excess of tolerance limit will first be adiusted to that 
extent against the aforesaid shortfall in fragments without cuts.

II. Moisture . 


. . Foodgrains contain a certain amount of natural moisture. 

It varies from place to place, season to season and also 
according to the method of determination adopted. 
Grain should however, be sound, dry and in merchan¬ 
table condition so that it may keep well in storage with¬ 
out undergoing deterioration on account of excessive 
moisture and shall conform to limits provided in the 
Schedule of specifications.
